Profiteering and License 


^7iolators 


The greed of profiteers and spec- 


ulators has made it necessary to 
continue the price-fixing powers of 
the Wisconsin food administration. 
This is disclosed in a telegram re- 
ceived from Washington from Mag- 
nus Swenson. 
The telegram reads: 
"Partial demobilization of 
the 


state food administration arid the 
withdrawal of many of the rules and 
regulations have given the impres- 
sion in some quarters that all of-the 
activities have ceased or are short- 
ly to cease. This is.not the case. 
The act imposes upon the adminis- 
tration certain 
obligations which 


continue until presidential proclama- 
tion releases us from the food control 
act, and particularly the obligation 
to curb profiteering and speculation 
in licensed food. products. 
It has been possible now to can- 


cel many requirements for reports 
and many of the details of the regu- 
lations, but the profit margins anc 
rules have been for the most part 
retained and will be enforced.

"shook all empires though it founded none, 
which produced some of the greatest scholars 
and poets of the middle ages, which to use his 
dwn words, ."sent out armies of scholars, not of 
soldiers." In modern times they have kept up 
the ancient tradition. Some of the ablest writ- 
ers of today are Irishmen, notably Mr. W. B. 
Yeats and Mr. George W. Eussell. The only 


. national theatre of any consequence during the 


last twenty years has been 'the Irish Theatre. 
It is ,-Jso a noteworthy fact that the Irish .'.re 
the only people in the world having an emblem 
of culture—the harp—as a national flag. 


Claims of Country. 


Besides these cultural claims to recogni-' 


tion Ireland has economic and geographical 
claims. She has begui. to work out a co- 
operative movement which should prove of 
. 


great value in helping to solve the economic 
problems confronting the' world. 
Geograph- 


ically she ia important as the connecting 
link, not only between northern and south- 
ern Europe, but also between Europe and 
America. With her magnificent 
harbors 


^nd her valuable geographical position she 
would, if neutralized, be a splendia base for 
the navy of a League of Nations. 
Having thus established the Irish claim to. 


consideration as a national ei.tity, Mr. Colum 
turned his attention to the present difficulties 
of the Irish people, chief among which he pro- 
nounced to be the lack of any democratic gov- 
ernment. The government is indeed democratic 
in form. Members of Parliament are elected by . 
a free vote, but they go, not to Dublin to deal 
witir1 Irish affairs, but to London to deal with 
tile affairs of the British Empire. Ireland has 
one hundred members, it is true/but England has 
six hundred, and the Irish question cannot be 
raised without the concurrence of the English 
members. '"What is wanted in Westminster," 
he argued, "ia not a policy but a vote. The only 
hope is that once in twenty years the Irish party 
will hold the balance of power." The whole 
political mind of the country, which should deal 
with such questions, for instance, as the ter- 
rible poverty which makes it necessary for one 
out of every four Dublin families to live in one 
room, is drained out of the country—taken to 
England. 


Irish Land Question. 


F 


OR centuries the land question in Ireland 


was one of the most frightful examples of 


' bad economics in Europe. Alter the English 
had conquered that country they found it neces- 
sary to-maintain there an Anglo-Irish ascen- 
dancy as an English garrison. They sent Eng- 
lishmen to live there, and they paid* them for 
staying by giving- them the land of the people. 
' The result is that today the land is held by eight 
thousand absentee landlords, who take the rents 
and spend them out of the country, thus keep- 
ing the population impoverished to the. point of 
starvation. These landowners are very jealous 
of Irish betterment. In fact their attitude is 
much the same as tliat of our southern people 
toward the negro. Only recently, after years 
o' agitation, radical laws have been adopted 
making it possible for the peasants to buy back 
th3 land—if they can get money enough.-.

KT 0 LECTURER on Ireland can escape a dis- j

cussion of the Ulster problem. Mr. Colum 


was called upon to explain why,.on the principle 
of self-determination, the Ulstente., shouldso. 
be allowed to teparate from the south of Ireland. 
His answer was that since there is in Ulster a 
powerful nationalist minority, constituting for- 
ty-five percent of it. population, the question of 
self-determination might then be pushed to ev- 
ery city and village in Ulster, th« creating 
considerable confusion. • He described the Ul- 
ste- "plantation" as one of the cleverest politi- 
cal maneuvers ever executed by any government. 
The English, viewing with alarm the close re- 
lation in language and culture between Ireland 
and Scotland broke it up by "planting on the 
northeast shore of Ireland an industrial sette- 
ment of English families, differing in religion 
and interests from the south of Ireland, which 
is Catholic and agricultural. The result is thai 
today the population of Ulster is extremely pro- 
' English and hostile to the nationalist party. 
Nevertheless the nationalists, who constitute 
an overwhelming proportion of the population, 
insist upon self-determination, for that 
unit 


which constitutes Ireland, with allowances made 
for Ulster. They are not prepared to accep; 
"any partitioning of their country. 


With her leaders in English prisons, where 


they are held without excuse ay i without trial, 
with her country drained of its wealth, war-worn 
and impoverished in everything but spirit, Ire- 
land turns hopefully to the peace conference for 
a settlement of, the questions that have for cen- 
turies rendered existence a burden to her people. 
The proposed League of Nations should be, no: 
.a league of great empires, but a league of na- 
tions in which countries a* small as Ireland 
can have a place. As a neutralized country sb« 
would offer no excuse for the ancient English 
fear that if free she might mlly herself with

another nation and attack England from the 
rear. The League would prevent that. AS a 


neutralized country 'she might hope for a chance 
to turn her attention to her internal difficulties 
knowing that the League would protect her froa 
foreign aggression, English or otherwise. Ar<l 
last but not least, Mr.. Colum- thinks, Ireland, 
with her strong^national feeling and vitality, 
might help to save the world from the dang« 
which faces humanity as a result of industrial 
internationalization: "That we will all wear the 
same clothes, see the same moving. picture of 
Mary PicMord, speak the same language, ao« 
read the.
